THE NATION entered the sec­ 
ond day of the extended 
Memorial Day holiday with a 
death toll of at least 194 per­ 
sons as a result of accidents, 
with two airplane crashes ac­ 
counting for more than half of 
the total.

yesterday 
cost the lives of 93 persons, 
while other violent deaths of 
miscellaneous 
c a u s e s

Thursday night boosted the to­ 
tal to 111. 
The toll on the highway, nor­

holiday period, was 58, while 
25 persons lost their lives by 
drowning. The National Safety 
Council had estimated 275 per- 
Mons would be killed In motor 
mishaps over the three-day pe­ 
riod.

HIO’S General Assembly has taken lls final 
exam ination In public school ald and been 
given a passing m ark by the atate's school sys­ 
tems. The Danlels-Cramer bill, boosting sta te 
school aid to $83,000,000 a year, isn’t perfect, but 
It’s a long way from failure. 
The im portant thing about this legislation Isn’t 
the am ount of th e Increase in state school aid, 
nor the form ula for distributing the money, but 
th# fact It represents a victory over a reaction­ 
ary opposition. If opponents of the Danlels-Cram- 
er bill had succeeded, Ohio’s school equalization 
program would hava been frozen a t existing 
levels. T his w ss a fight to prove w hat eventually 
will have to be proved In the whole nation; T hat 
educational opportunity belongs to all of the peo­ 
ple, not ju st the people who happen to live In 
the country’s w ealthiest regions. 
Ohio heard m uch about school lobbies and 
pressure groups during discussion of the Danlels-

The Mighty Meter 
A D O PTIO N of the m etric system by the Inter- 
national Aviation O rganization m eans that, 
except in the United States, G reat B ritain and 
Mexico, aviators will express speeds, w eights and 
distances In m etric term s. T his is an especially 
bitter blow to A m erican Instrum ent m akers, who 
now will have to m aintain two Bystems of calibra­ 
tion. 
The m etric system is used by the m ajority of 
the w orld’s peoples. It is far sim pler than English 
w eights and m easures, as anyone knows who has 
studied physics or chem istry. A dvocates say it 
would reduce by 20 per cent the tim e spent on 
m athem atics. The English system is a hit-or-m iss 
collection hutlt up through the centuries, and 
rare is the Am erican who knows all Its minims, 
gram s, 
pecks, 
stones, 
cords, 
fathom s, 
penny­ 
weights, scruples, furlongs, hands, rods and pole*. 
There are m any places on the scale w here the 
English system approxim ates m etric 
m easure­ 
m ents. lf the English pound w ere Increased by 
IO per cent, it would he one-half kilogram , a mile 
ie about the sam e as 1,500 m eters; a m etric ton 
and a long ton are the same, 2,200 pouuds; the 
m eter 1b only 3.97 Inches longer than a yard. 
Superficially, it would not seem to complex a 
task to change over to the m etric system . But 
actually it would be very com plicated and con­ 
fusing. As with calendar reform , there are pow­ 
erful argum enta for the m etric system , hut they 
are not likely to change the product of centuries 
of use. 


Pursuing A Mirage 


t yRITAIN Is becoming aware that soaking the 
rich doesn't solve any economic ills. Maybe it 
allows the patient to sit up at the window a few 
hours each day. But it doesn t change one immut­ 
able economic law, to wit; Higher wages and 
shorter hours can he Justified only by Increased 
production.

This implies a degree of control 
over foreign trade contrary to our 
older capitalist economy. But In a 
situation in which there Is a mix­ 
ture of giving, lending and selling 
It is hard to see how we can avoid 
some such control. 
Our purpose should he to avoid 
the extension of government con­ 
trols to the processes of produc­ 
tion here at home.

HAV# You A Young Tyrant In Th® House? 


Mr. Myers: Our Daughter is S years old. She wa* an only 
«MM until she wa* 4| and I waited on her constantly. As an 
example, she oould be lying on the couch looking at a picture and 
ask me to get something for her and I always did it even in the 
middle of scrubbing the floor. 
"8he doe# not eat well, and that upsets me. Sh# lies all over 
the chair and often falls off. 
4 -------------------------------------------—__ 
‘She never hangs up ber clothes 
when she comes in. She throws 
her coat on the couch, her leggings 
on the floor. Her boots she kicks 
off just any place. I keep after her 
constantly to hang them up. I have 
hangers and hooks where she can 
reach them. Her uncle asked lf she 
does that in school and she re­ 
plied. ‘No one to do it for us 
there.* 
"I am to the point now that I 
break down in tears everyday after 
she has left for school in the morn­ 
ing. It is upsetting to her and all 
the rest of the family.” 


IN PART, I wrote this mother. 
You are paying an awful price for 
the years you trained that child 
to be your tyrant mistress and 
yourself to be her cowering slave. 
But that’s water over the dam. 
What to do now la look at your 
problem. 
Please do not try to attack all 
your problems at once. In the firjt 
place, 
you 
can’t 
easily 
change 
yourself. It won’t be easy to quit 
hanging up that child’s clothes or 
even to quit scolding and being 
angry when you do hang them up. 
Perhaps that would be the sim­ 
plest problem to attack. Just an­ 
nounce quietly to her, end only 
once that henceforth when abe 
throws her clothes on the floor on 
entering the house she will have 
to sit for exactly 30 minuter in a 
chair 
without 
any 
amusement. 
Then carry this through literally. 
Should she leave the chair be­ 
fore the time is up, you should, of 
course, paddle her soundly. Other­ 
wise you will have Just made a 


fool of yourself. This problem of 
the clothes might be enough to 
work on for a week. 
—— * 
% 
NO DOUBT a part of your school 
morning 
troubles 
are over her 
dawdling at dressing. Better give 
her a bit of help some days, since 
the baby really needs so much help 
from you. If you could get yourself 
to the point where you would say 
nothing at all about this older 
child’s eating, her appetite might 
become much better after a week 
or so. Certainly the more you talk 
and get worked up over her eating 
the worse her appetite will be­ 
come. 
If only you could have faith and 
wait. When she lies down in a 
chair at the table, send her from 
the table immediately. If this pro­ 
cedure is always automatic, with­ 
out words or warning. It soon will 
work. 
In general, I would not order 
that child to eat any food, but 
always let her choose between 
what is offered and nothing. It is 
well to offer on# food at a time, 
in a very small helping, th* most 
essential food foremost, of courae. 
The principle* Involved in cultivat­ 
ing a good appetit* and correcting 
eating problems in a child are dis­ 
cussed at length In my bulletin, 
Eating Problem*: their Prevention 
and Correction, to be had in a 
stamped enevelope. . 
When all is well, often put your 
arm about that child. Show her iota 
off affection and be generous with 
deserving praise.

ULKY hips can be slimmed down In record time. provided the 
exercises are exact and not hurried! It s easy, once you get the 
knack. That sad sight known as sway-back Is due to lack of tone In 
the back hip muscles and In the front muscles The gluteus 
maximum, 
which spreads across each side of the back of the 
hips, originates 
close to the small of the back and 
swings down In a curve on each 
side to meet rear and side of the 
thighs. When this muscle is toned, 
the beck of the hips is held tight 
and correctly So before we go on 
to the side hip muscles, let s get 
the sway-back straightened 
out.
